No. 10S-ITC(PN)/60. —The policy for import of certain items from Pakistan 
In terms of Protocol No. I to the trade agreement between the Governments of 
'India and Pakistan was announced in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Public Notice No, 90-ITC(PN)/60 dated 1st July 1960. It has now been decided 
to grant licences for import of the undermentioned items from Pakistan on the 
basis indicated in the Annexure to this Public Notice during the period April— 
September, 1960:— 

(i) Films exposed in Indian and Pakistani languages. 

(ii) Books and periodicals in Indian and Pakistani languages. 

(hi) Phonograph records in Indian and Pakistani languages and Instru¬ 
mental, 

2. Import licences for these items will be issued subject to the condition that 
payments for the goods imported will be made in non-convertible Indian rupees 
through Account ‘A' of the National Bank of Pakistan, maintained with the 
State Bank of India as provided for in Protocol No, I to the Trade Agreement 
between the Governments of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1960. 

3. Applications for import licences should be submitted in the usual form and 
manner to the licensing authority concerned as early as possible, but not later 
than the 15th September, 1960.

Applications from estab¬ 
lished importers of Books 
for import of Books and 
periodicals (in Indian 
and Pakistani languages 
only) from Pakistan will 
be considered on an ad hoc 
basis. Licences will not, 
however, be valid for the 
import of fiction and 
comics. 

Six months. Applications from estab¬ 
lished importers of this 
item for import of phono¬ 
graph records in Indian 
and Pakistani languages 
from Pakistan will be 
considered on an ad hoc 
basis. The detailed par¬ 
ticulars of phonograph re¬ 
cords sought to be im¬ 
ported should be men¬ 
tioned in the applica¬ 
tions.
